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Claim 1 is directed to a method of screening for therapeutic agents useful in the 
treatment of diseases including cardiovascular diseases by contacting a test compound with a 
GHS polypeptide and detect binding of test compound to GHS polypeptide. Bednarek et al,, 
(WO 01/92292) teach a method of screening ghrelin antagonists binding to GHS and detecting 
binding of the antagonist binding to GHS (page 17, Example 2). The antagonist can be used to 
treat numerous diseases, including cardiovascular diseases (page 6, 2"^ paragraph). The prior 
art meets the limitations disclosed in claim 1 . Thus Group I lacks novelty or inventive step and 
does not make a contribution over the prior art. Since the first claimed invention has no special 
technical feature, it cannot share a special technical feature with the other claimed invention.
